Dash expressed confidence the 
White House would cooperate. He 
said his staff is especially interested 
in documents of John W. Dean III, 
the former White House counsel; 
John D. Ehrlichman, former chief 
domestic affairs adviser; former 
Chief of Staff H. R. Haldeman; and 
Charles W. Colson, former special 
counsel. 
The White House made it clear 
Monday that Nixon himself would 
not go before the Senate committee. 


Ziegler, in a briefing with reporters 
at San Clemente, Calif., flatly ruled 
out testimony by Nixon, written or 
oral, before the committee or an 
appearance by Nixon before the 
Watergate grand jury. 


Ziegler said Nixon would remain 
silent on the issue until the current 
phase of Senate hearings ends in 
August. He said the President then 
would discuss it in an “appropriate 
forum.” 
Both Sen. Sam J. Ervin, DN.C., 
the committee chairman, and Sen. 


Howard H. Baker Jr., R-Tenn , the 
vice chairman, had expressed the 
hope that Nixon would tell his side of 
the story to Senate investigators. 
The committee is in recess this 
week for the Independence Day 
holiday period. It will reconvene 
July 
10 
and 
plans 
to 
start 
questioning John N. Mitchell, the 
former attorney general and Nixon 
campaign manager, at that time.

For example, a team headed by 
Terry Falk Lenzner, assistant chief 
counsel, was compiling a detailed 
file on Mitchell based on earlier 
staff interviews, previous testimony 
by witnesses and depositions. Dash 
said Mitchell has agreed to another 
pre hearing interview behind closed 
doors on Monday.

An infrared mapper was flown over 
the "One Horse Fire“ today to help

The fire, which had burned to the 
fringes of Mount San Jacinto State 
Park, was declared 80 per cent 
contained early today but officials 
said it will be another day or two 
before the blaze is under control 
The infrared mapper was used to 
help 
the 
firefighters 
accurately 
determine the limits of the fire 
which 
is 
burning 
in 
extremely 
rugged and steep terrain 
“ Lack of a good map due to the 
real steep country has hampered us 
in fighting the fire,” a division of 
forestry 
spokesman 
said 
“ The 
infrared 
film 
will 
differentiate 
between the burned and non-burned 
areas. We’ll use it during the day to 
keep progress on the fire.’’ 


The state Division of Forestry and 
U.S. Forest Service fielded an army 
of 1,500 men—and the six women of 
the 
“ Mornmgstar 
Blue’s”

The vote rejecting the developers’ appeal 
and confirming the planning body's action 
was 3-1 on a motion by Third District 
Supervisor James M. Slater. The Planning 
Commission had voted 4-3 against the 
rezoning from single-family residential to 
a design residential classification on an 8- 
acre parcel in the Viking Hills tract area 
northwest of Solvang. 
Voting with Slater were Supervisors 
Curtis Tunnell and Frank J. Frost. Board 


chairman Francis H. Beattie voted against 
the motion for denial of the appeal, saying 
he felt “ there is a need” for such units, 
variously described as condominiums and 
townhouse units. Supervisor Charles F. 
Catterlin was absent. 


Former savings and loan executive Russ 
Landress was described as being a co­ 
partner of the development by attorney 
Stanley 
Schwartz 
Schwartz 
quoted 
Planning Commissioner Donald Sansum as 
saying it looked like the planning body was 
“ railroading a denial through because the 
vote was taken on the commission after 
Commissioners Robert Lilley and Dr. M.V. 
Duncan had left the meeting. Illness of Dr. 
Duncan had resulted in Lilley driving him 
home. 
Prevailing sentiment of the neighboring 
Viking Hills homeowners against the multi- 


tamily project appeared to influence the 
majority of the supervisors against the 
plan. 
Homeowners’ 
association 
president 
Norman 
Schultz 
said 
a 
majority 
of 
homeowners 
opposed 
the 
plan 
and 
described it as a “ good projecjt in the 
wrong spot.” He said it was more suitable 
in the central Solvang area than on the

Ynez Valley Citizens for the General Plan, 
said the com m ittee’s last action May 28 
was to back a density of 18 units and 
require the subdivider to come in with a 
more imaginative design. 
Mrs. Lois Bender, an area resident, told 
the board “multiples is not rural, 
in 


expressing opposition. 
Slater said he also felt the “multiple 
residential concept doesn t belong in the 
area.” 
The Planning Commission had first been 
deadlocked at 4-4 on the proposal with Dr. 
Duncan asking for time to study the 
proposal 
further. 
Then 
the vote was 
narrowly in favor of a compromise of 34 
units on Lilley’s motion, but with Santa 
Ynez Valley commissioner James Barglett 
absent. Finalley the vote swung against the 
project with Lilley and Duncan absent. 


Planning Director Britt Johnson had 
recommended in favor of the 36 units, 
saying the added units over the general 
plan “top” of 32 seemed justified due to 
innovations and open space. The general 
plan range was from a low of 18 to high of 
32.

Attorney General Elliot L. 
Richardson today ordered 
the Justice Department to 
launch

investigation 
Richardson, reported by 
Justice Department sources 
as 
“ u p s e t " 
by 
the 
disclosures, said he did not 
want to wait for the case to 
com e 
through 
regular 
government channels to his 
attention. He ordered the 
Civil 
Rights 
Division 
to 
begin its probe of the clinic 
in Montgomery, Ala., as 
soon as possible 
The Office of Economic 
Opportunity said today its 
investigation of the birth 
control clinic turned up 11 
cases in which young girls 
were 
sterilized 
without 
parental consent or without 
u n d e r e t a n d i n g 
t h e 
operation. 
The investigation of the 
clinic 
operated 
by 
the 
Montgomery 
community 
action agency followed the 
filing of a $1 million damage 
suit by the parents of two 


teen-age girls last week. 
Lonnie Relf charged that his 
daughters, 12 and 14. did not 
know what the operation 
they 
were 
submitting to 
involved. 
An OEO spokesman said 
the

clinic was not complete, but 
a report was expected by 
the end of the week.

As hurricanes go, however, Alice was still a small storm, 
and with barely hurricane force winds. 
Alice was born from a tropical depression over the 
Atlantic Monday night.

There are increasing signs this week that the gasoline 
shortage is easing in the United States 
Production of gasoline is up. The increase in consumption 
this year is not as great as had been forecast. 
Some stations are staying open longer hours for the first 
time in weeks. Allotments to stations have been increased 
by some suppliers. 
But a UPI survey of conditions around the country also 
showed that supplies still are short in some areas— 
particularly the Northwest. In Ohio, officials are talking 
about the possibility of government imposed rationing. 
On 
the 
optimistic 
side, 
there 
have 
been 
these 
developments: 
—The Independent Petroleum Association of America 
(IPAA) said it had expected demand to be 6 or 7 per cent 
higher this year than last. As of late June, the demand was 


running around 5 per cent higher. 
—The National Petroleum Refiners Association (NPRA) 
said American refineries have raised their production to 94 
per cent of capacity and have announced plans to expand 
their capacity by some 2 million barrels a day within three 
years’ time. 
—Arco. Texaco. Gulf, Exxon and Shell have announced 
they can make more gasoline available to dealers this sum 
mer than originally had been expected Arco had planned to 
hold its dealers to 96 per cent of the gasoline thev received 
last year. Now its Eastern dealers will get 104 per cent. 


—The Georgia Motor Club surveyed stations and found 
some have increased hours of operation for the first time in 
weeks. In Texas, an American Automobile Association 
(AAA) survey determined “the gasoline crunch has taken a 
turn for the better. ” The survey showed only half the 
stations that had held customers to a purchase limit were 


still limiting sales this week Thirty-three per cent were 
limiting their hours, compared to 40 per cent the previous 
week 


—A Texaco station on the outskirts of Washington. D.C., 
an area that has been one of the hardest hit by shortages, 
put up a sign a couple of weeks ago saying, “Sorry, Gas 
Shortage, Now Closing Sunday 
The sign came down 
during the past week A new AAA survey said 58 per cent of 
stations in the Washington area were closing Sundays, 
compared to 77 per cent two weeks ago

President Nixon intends to tell his version 
of the Watergate story to “an appropriate 
forum’’ —but not to the Ervin committee 
and not until the com m ittee’s hearings end, 
which may be months away. 
The Western White House Monday flatly

jury 
investigating 
W atergate 
crimes, or before newsmen while the 
Senate probe continues. 
“The President will speak to this matter 
in

he considers an appropriate 


forum, ” Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
told reporters Monday 
“Because of

feelings of the separation of powers and the 
prerogative of the executive branch, he 
will

com m ittee,” Ziegler said 
“It would be 
constitutionally inappropriate.”

Farmer battles police 
after killing wife 


DENNING, Tex. (UP I ) — Van Lacy, a 67-year-old retired 
farmer, 
killed his common law wife 
Monday and, 
barricaded within his East Texas farmhouse, fought a 55- 
minute gunbattle with police, officers said. 
The county sheriff, a deputy, a highway patrolman, an 
ambulance driver and a friend of the deputy were wounded. 


“We don’t know what got into him,” Chief Deputy S. E. 
Hearell said. “ He’s pretty old. He doesn’t do much but live 
out there and collect welfare.” 
The first hint of trouble cam e when someone called the 
San Augustine County sheriff’s office at 8 a.m. to report a 
shooting at the Lacy farm, eight miles west of San 
Augustine and 16 m iles west of the Louisiana border. 
County Sheriff John Hoyt sent deputies Richard Davis 
and Hearell to investigate. A friend of D avis’s, Horace 
Roger Williams, went along for the ride. 
The deputies arrived at the house, and Davis was sent to 
cover the back door as Hearell walked to the front door. 
Williams was told to remain in the car. 
“As I went to the front door, I heard a shotgun blast,” 
Hearell said. “I saw Davis around back clutching his face.” 
Hearell ran around to the back of the house as the farmer 
ran through the house to the front. He fired once out the 
window hitting Williams in the head. 
“About that time the ambulance drove up around front 
and Lacy ran out on the front porch and fired right through 
the passenger side of the window,” Hearell said.

Frazier is back 


LONDON (UPi) — Joe Frazier is 
back in business. 
The former world heavyweight 
champion from Philadelphia scored 
.a hard-fought 12-round decision over 
European champion Joe Bugner of 
Britain Monday night in his first 
bout since losing his crown when he 
was stopped in the second round by 
George Foreman in Jamaica six 
months ago. 
Frazier’s was a comeback in the 
style that first made him champion 
and put an end to rumors of his lack 
of fitness. 


He pursued the 6-foot-4, 221-pound 
blond Briton around the ring with 
vicious left and right hooks and sent 
Bugner to his knees for a count of 
nine in the 10th round with as hard a 
left hook to the body as he has 
thrown. 


“I’m in peak condition,’’ said 
Smokin’ Joe, who had slimmed 
down to 208 pounds, six lighter than 
the weight at which he suffered his 
only defeat. “I feel as though I could 
go in with Foreman tomorrow and 
beat him.” 
Foreman, who was at ringside, 
called it “one of the greatest fights I 
have seen,” but would not talk about 
a

and 
Yancy 
Durham, 
Frazier’s manager, said there were 
“no plans yet” for a fight with either 
Foreman or Muhammad Ali. 
British referee Harry Gibbs gave 
six rounds to Frazier, three to 
Bugner with three drawn, but only 
once did the Briton manage to jolt 
Frazier— in the 10th round after 
coming up from the canvas he 
surprised him with a left uppercut 
which 
m om entarily 
buckled 
Frazier’s knees. 


Alworth hangs 'em up 


DALLAS (UPI) — Following 11 seasons of professional football, one all- 
time pass receiving record and lodged in second place in career receiving 
yardage, 
Lance Alworth Monday 
announced 
his 
retirement 
from 
professional football. 
Alworth, a collegiate star at the University of Arkansas, played for nine 
seasons with the San Diego Chargers and two seasons with the Dallas 
Cowboys. 
The 6-foot, 180-pound Alworth set his records during the years with the- 
Chargers in the American Football League. Most spectacular were his 
dangerous, leaping catches from Charger quarterback John Hadl. 
Alworth holds the pro record for having caught at least one pass in the 
most consecutive games, 96. His 1,602 yards worth of receptions in 1965 was 
the second best single season ever, and Alworth caught for at least 1,000 
yards in passes during seven straight seasons. 
For his career, Alworth caught 542 passes for 10,166 yards and 85 
touchdowns. He ended his career second to New York Jet Don Maynard in 
career pass receiving yardage. Maynard, still active with the Jets, raised 
his total to 11,306 yards last year.

On the neighboring No. 1 court, second seed Jan Kodes 
of Czechoslovakia, the forgotten man of the tournament, 
struggled to put out unseeded Indian Davis Cup player 
Vijay Amritraj 6-4, 3-6, 4-6, 6-4, 7-5 in two hours 45 
minutes. 
Kodes, twice winner of the French championships and 
losing finalist at Forest Hills in 1971, will play Taylor for 
a place in the final. 
The two hour and 40 minute center court match 
between Taylor and Borg was so dramatic no one missed 
the 70 professionals boycotting the tournament. The high 
point came in the last game after Borg had saved two 
match points at 1-5 and then had run four straight games 
to tie the match 5-all. 


There were seven service breaks in the hectic final set 
and a capacity center court had thunderously applauded 
both men many times. Taylor served the 12th game and 
went to match point at 40-15. To the groans of the 
hometown crowd 
which hasn t 
had a 
Wimbledon 
champion since Fred Perry in 1936, Taylor committed 
his 20th doublefault of the match. 
Then cam e a second match poipt. Taylor served, Borg 
lunged for the ball and netted it The crowd erupted but 
Borg, who believed the serve was out, angrily accused an 
elderly linesman of a bad call Suddenly Taylor shouted 
to the umpire that he, too, thought the ball was out 
“You thought it was out?” the umpire repeated 
Taylor nodded and served again 
This time Borg rifled a two-handed placement and it 
was deuce. 
The young Swede, frantically cheered by schoolgirls, 
some of whom carried Swedish flags, rifled another 
service into the net and it was match point again 
Borg then ran wide for the service and banged it into 
the net. 
The crowd burst into the greatest ovation of Taylor s

Salmon fishing has been on the spotty side locally. Last 
week the water was rough, and for two days not a boat went 
out salmon fishing. From Saturday to Wednesday of last 
week. 42 boats were launched over the Harbor Associates 
facility, and brought in 24 fish The only bright spot of the 
week was on the party boat “ A.B.C.” , wnich limited out. 
Bottom fishing still good. Some small boats ventured to 
Point Sal, but had a very tiring return trip, and admitted 
they could have done just as well in the Pecho Rock area. A 
case of the grass looking greener in the distance! 
The big “ Islander” is not operating out of Avila any­ 
more, but Pete’s Tackle Store at Avila is negotiating for 
another boat to take its place, and we will be notified. 
There is always room for another pary boat, especially with 
the holiday season at hand. 
Port San Luis Sports Fishing has a steady daily bottom 
fishing boat, and if enough customers show up, will send the 
other boat out for salmon. Both boats are fine fast ships, 
and easily adapted for any type of fishing. 
The “ Hanky Panky” , operated by Hank Adams, 
invariably has good luck. Hank seems to have a nose for 
salmon. Contact Harbor Associates for reservations. 


In spite of heavy weather, pier fishing has been good, 
with a run of large jack smelt. Also lots of large pile perch, 
and the prospect of most anything hitting, such as salmon 
or white seas bass, or maybe the lowly “ tom cod” which 
may now gain a place amongst fishermen in spite of 
general prejudice against them. No one seems to know the 
reason they are known as “ Pasadena trout” in southern 
waters. There appears no reason why they should not be 
regarded as an edible type of fish, but mention eating them 
and there is dead silence, combined with rude remarks as 
to their ancestry. But they are still a section of thecroaker 
family, a good eating fish at any time, and very popular in 
the Salton Sea, where they have adapted themselves to a 
brine type of water. 


From an interesting report from the DFG: ocean fishing 
in California is far from poor, as many seem to think. 
During May ocean anglers had some of the best yellowtail 
fishing in recent years, and some days over 2,000 fish were 
landed in southern landings. Elsewhere in California, 
anglers were landing large numbers of bottom and surface 
fish such as have never been recorded before. Even 
commercial fishermen posted a record 54.1 million pounds 
in trawl landings last year! 


This report sounds very encouraging, at least from the 
point of view of the department, which no doubt takes full 
credit for it all. But we often wonder as to the real reason. 
Could it be better current conditions, and other natural 
phenomina0 We fail to see what special efforts the DFG has 
ever done, beyond making voluminous studies of the 
conditions. What happened as to stocking ocean waters, as 
was mentioned some time ago° No doubt the studies are 
still going on! 


FRESHW ATER FISHING 
Cachuma reports that trout fishing is still holding up, 
despite warming water, with bass taken on surface lures. 
Lopez Lake finds trout fishing on the slow side, with a few 
large fish being taken trolling, but bank fishing very slow. 
We checked quite a few creels, and found maybe one trout 
to a dozen sunfish 
At Marguerita Lake, bass fishing fair to good, with some 
nice cats being caught on anchovy and stink bait in the 
early mornings and late evenings. 
Little or no action at Laguna or Atascadero Lakes, which 
are no longer being planted 
Apparently the water 
temperature is now beyond the set limit for rainbow trout 
plants However both Laguna Lake and Oceano Lagoon are 
fed by springs, and there is not too much change in 
temperature. 
Tom Randolph, Marina Manager at Lake Nacimiento, 
reports black bass fishing excellent using spinners jibs and 
diving plugs. White bass are hitting in the dam and Bee 
Rock areas, also around the marina. Catfishing very good, 
the cats are hitting best early mornings and late evenings in 
most any shallow spots, with some nice takes of crappie. 
Randolph says he is having great success with his Astro 
Glass »oats and that reservations are a must, expecially on 
weekends. 
The DFG reports that a 20 lb-15 oz black bass has been 
caught in Mirarmar Lake, beating the state record of 17 lb- 
14 oz. This monster fish measured 26% inches in length, and 
a girth of 28 inches. This fish may be one of a planting of 
Florida bass stocked several years ago. 
The new hunting regulations booklet for the coming 
season, which got under way July 1, will not be 
immediately available through the usual channels, owing to 
a huge backlog of legislative bills delaying the printing. 
No date has been set for the printing. 
And we are asked to again make the same old warning — 
leave the fawns alone, though they may appear lost. It is 
against the law to possess them. Also, they have a poor 
chance of survival thru improper food We often wonder 
how “ Bucky , the mooching deer in Lopez Park, survives 
on the food he is fed!

Try California's way 


If the federal government wants to 
provide 
an 
even 
higher 
quality 
environmental 
protection, 
conserve 
scarce 
oil 
resources, 
and 
cut 
very 
substantially the inevitable cost to the 
consumer, 
it 
should 
revise 
its 
1975 
regulations on gasoline to conform with 
the California code. 
That seems to be the consensus of many 
oil company executives. 
The federal rules demand production by 
1975 
of 
lead-free 
gasoline 
for 
all 
automobiles. This can be done, certainly, 
but at a huge cost in new plant and 
equipment and the monitoring of all fuel 
for traces of lead — costs that would have 
to be absorbed 
by stockholders and 
consumers alike. 


Additionally, it is estimated that the 1975 
federal regulations will force refineries to 
use an unbelievable 1.5 million more 
gallons of crude oil daily than they would 
need to without the lead-free rule. In a 
time 
when 
we 
are 
facing 
a 
high 
dependency upon risky foreign imports 
such an increase hardly seems to be sound 
economic policy.

In contrast, according to oil men, the 
California code — a tough one — would 
achieve 
even 
|reater 
environmental 
protection that the federal plan, and do it 
at lower cost. Because it does not require 
catalytic converters or unleaded fuel the 
state’s code “would mean a savings of $5 
billion a year for consumers,” according 
to 
Wayne 
E. 
Glenn 
president 
of 
Continental Oil Company in an interview 
with Motor Magazine. 
R. B. Phillips, executive vice president 
of Gulf Oil believes an “economically 
feasible solution to automotive emissions 
could 
be 
achieved 
without 
requiring 
removal of lead from gasoline. The 1975 
California standards are believed to be 
more realistic than the federal, and severe 
enough to meet the requirements of the 
state with the worst automotive emission 
problem.” 
In view of the high costs in money and 
oil, 
federal 
environmental 
protection 
standards should 
indeed 
be carefully 
studied before enforcement. As one oil 
man put it, if California — the most 
affected state — can live with its new, less 
costly standards, why can’t the nation? 


Dead end with the court 


There is quite general dismay in 
the afflicted sections of the country 
following 
the 
Supreme 
Court’s 
perverse decision on the matter of 
the private schools. What the Court 
said, in effect, is this: Look, the 
First Amendment doesn’t permit 
support of religion. Now however 
deviously you achieve the support of 
religious schools, that is what you 
are doing when, as in the state of 
New York, you permit a taxpayer 
whose child goes to a private school 
to itemize a part of that cost as a tax 
credit. 
Now this decision 
c a m e 
as

considerable 
surprise. It upset a 
half dozen laws that 
were 
either 
in 
operation, or poised 
to go into operation. 
It 
u p s e t 
a 
Congressional 
bill 
th a t 
had 
the 
approval 
of

Administration, and 
was working its way 
quite 
peacefully 
through the House 
Ways and Means 
Committed, recently liberated from 
Mr. 
Emanuel 
Celler. 
Paul 
Blanshard is still alive and has not 
been heard to condemn the entire 
thing as a plot to repeal the First 
Amendment, instigated in Rome. 
Moreover, in 1970 the Court had 
made 
an 
enticing 
distinction. 
"Obviously,” it said in the Walz 
decision, "direct money subsidy 
would be a relationship pregnant 
with involvement.” In other words, 
the Court was saying that a state 
could not directly aid a church- 
related school by plunking state 
money into the coffers of said 
school. But then it went on to say, 
"the grant of a tax exemption 
(however) is not sponsorship, since 
the government does not transfer 
part of its revenue to churches...” It 
was 
on 
that 
toehold 
that 
the 
legislators 
slowly 
built 
their 
structure, 
and 
now 
it

collapsed. 
I truly wonder that all the recent 
talk is of Executive tyranny. At 
least one measure of the security of 
any kind of tyranny is the kind of 
opposition it provokes. When it was 
widely held that President Lyndon 
Johnson, and after him Richard 
Nixon, were waging an unlawful war 
in Indochina, there was opposition in 
Congress, in the academy, and in the 
streets 
Today it is everywhere 
proclaimed that the arrogance of 
the Executive is bringing on a 


Constitutional crisis, that nothing 
less than deep surgery will cure the 
situation 
and 
save 
American 
democracy. 
Who now speaks about judicial 
tyranny? It appears to be very 
nearly 
absolute. 
It 
is 
hard 
to 
r e m e m b e r 
w hen 
l a s t 
the 
Constitution was amended in order 
to reverse or to clarify a ruling of 
the Court. The essential facts in the 
current situation are these. The Bill 
of Rights is among other things 
there to protect this country from 
the 
establishment 
of 
a 
state 
religion. 
There 
are 
fewer 
Americans 
who 
desire 
a 
state 
religion than Americans who want 
to 
bring 
over 
the 
Hapsburg 
Pretender to rule over us. 


The overwhelming majority of 
Americans believe that freedom of 
religion includes freedom to operate 
religious-oriented 
schools. 
The 
Supreme Court, in Pierce vs. The 
Society of Sisters, ruled as long ago 
as 1925 that it was unconstitutional 
for 
any 
state 
to 
establish 
a 


monopoly of public schools. Yet a 
monopoly 
of 
public 
schools 
is 
exactly the direction towards which 
we are headed under the fanatical 
prodding of a Court that transforms 
a simple phrase in the Constitution 
forbidding 
the 
establishment 
of 
religion, into a prohibition against 
elementary 
toleration 
of 
other 
people’s tastes as to where they 
desire their children to be educated. 
The time has now come either for 
the religious schools to prepare to 
collapse; or to be open only to the 
wealthy 
few; 
or 
to 
pass 
a 
Constitutional amendment. Rabbi 
Morris 
Sherer, 
who 
heads 
a 
coalition of 
sectarian and non- 
sectarian private schools that has 
pressed for tax credit legislation, 
has called a meeting in Washington 
for next week to 
discuss the 
alternatives. There are none. One 
wishes that a few more people in 
America would accept the authority 
of the word of God as compliantly as 
they do the word of the Supreme 
Court.

Student funds 


What happens to more than $5 
million collected each year from 
students at 17 state colleges? Is the 
money spent for the benefit of the 
greatest 
good 
of 
the 
greatest 
numbers 
of 
students? 
Are 
the 
expenditures 
properly 
accounted 
for? Are there adequate controls to 
assure 
funds 
are 
spent 
in 
accordance with law? 
These and other questions are 
being studied by the Legislative 
Audit Committee. An examination 
of 
records 
at 
a 
few 
selected 
campuses may lead to a complete 
audit on all campuses. The findings 
may 
also 
reopen 
the issue 
of 
mandatory student body fees. 
Student 
associations 
may 
be 
established or dissolved at each 
campus by a vote of the students. 
Once formed all students must pay a 
$20 yearly student activity fee. Only 
Sonoma and Bakersfield do not have 
the fees. 
The 
law 
provides 
that 
the 
expenditure of the funds shall be 
made for programs "that reflect the 
broadest 
variety 
of 
student 
in te r e s ts ” . 
Sixteen 
general 
categories of programs have been 
approved. These include cultural 
and 
educational 
enrichment, 
recreational and social functions, 
athletics, student publications and 
scholarships and grants in aid. 
Traditionally student fees were 
used for the support of athletics, 
publications and cultural programs 


of wide interest. But there has been 
an increasing diversion of funds to 
activities of interest to only small 
well 
organized 
groups. And, 
apparently, there has been a failure 
to 
establish 
adequate 
controls 
accompanied by a lack of good 
accounting. 
The funds are augmented by 
ticket sales for athletic and other 
events 
and 
by 
business type 
operations 
which 
include 
book 
stores and food services. 
While athletics continue to take a 
large share of the funds, football 
stands alone as being the one 
athletic activity which produces 
more revenue than is expended. 
The 
colleges 
which 
were 
examined are San Diego, Long 
Beach 
and 
Chico. 
At 
each, 
reportedly, 
expenditures 
have 
occured which are questionable both 
as to law and policy. 
For example, at Chico more than 
$5,000 
a 
month 
is 
paid 
in 
administrative 
salaries 
to 
non­ 
students. The law seems to intend 
that students be employed in those 
positions 
necessary 
for 
the 
administration of the funds. The 
general manager, a non-student, is 
paid $1848 a month. Other than part 
time students hired at hourly rates 
ranging from $1.75 to $3.00 the total 
monthly payroll for students is only 
$527. Four other students are hired 
at annual stipends of from $500 to 
$1800. 


Other oddities at Chico were the 
naming of a non student as "poet 
laureate” with a grant of $600; 
financing voter registration, and 
purchase of a patio boat and motor 
for $4600 without approval for the 
use of administrative employes. 
At San Diego considerable funds 
are spent for small minority group 
activités. Fourteen members of the 
Black Students Council attended a 
conference in New York at a cost of 
$3400. Another $400 was spent for 
students of the group to attend a 
football 
game. 
The 
Mexican 
American students spent $700 for a 
benefit 
for 
the 
United 
Farm 
Workers and another $200 for their 
president to fly to Mexico City. 
Funds were also used to promote 
and publicize the Young Socialists 
Alliance and for their purchase of 
anti-war buttons and posters. 


Substantial sums are also spent to 
hire speakers. Long Beach student 
funds 
w e r e 
used 
to 
pay 
Assemblyman Walter Karabian $250 
and former Speaker Jesse Unruh 
$200 to speak. Dr. Benjamin Spock 
received $1500 to talk on the anti 
war movement; Stokely Carmichael 
was paid $1100 to talk; former U. S. 
Senator Gene McCarthy was paid 
$1500 to read poetry while William 
Everson 
(Brother 
Antoninus), 
Charles Bukowski and Lyn Lifshin 
were each paid sums over $300 to 
read their own poetry.

At least in the full gamut 
of surplus materials. 
But first let me 
quote a couple of 
paragraphs 
from 
her letter: "I am so 
thoroughly unhappy 
about the lack of 
interest 
in 
this 
community relative 
to the collection of 
cans and bottles and 
newspapers, 
a l t h o u g h 
the 
c o l l e c t i o n 
of 
newspapers seems 
to be more or less 
attractive to 
the general public as the bins 
provided for their collection seem to 
be used consistently. 
"I have tried through the City Hall 
and other branches of the local 
government to find out where such 
things as bottles and cans could be 
taken to help maintain the ecology 
situation in this town.” 
Then she closes: "The general 
public 
seems 
very 
unconcerned 
about this situation. I do not. As I 
live 
in 
a 
mobile park, 
I 
feel 
confident 1 could do something 
about the collection of such articles 
for the ecology program if there was 
a place to take such. 1 would 
appreciate any help you can give me 
in this regard. It is a crying shame 
that good 
reusable 
material 
is 
discarded in trash cans. One knows 


how overloaded the trash dumps are 
and how nice it would be if this 
material could be repossessed and 
reused.” 
If I read Mrs. Sawyer correctly 
she’s deploring the fact that many 
usable household items are discared 
in the solid waste disposable site. 
It’s illegal to take items from the 
dump site, but a friend of mine got 
an electrical motor there and with a 
little tinkering got it to work.
